CONTRACT OF ENGAGEMENT

PROFESSIONAL SERVICES 

The Firm has agreed to provide assistance and counsel to the General Prosecutor's 
office of the Kyrgyz Republic in connection with its efforts to identify, assess and pursue 
potential sources of funding and technical assistance for the possible design and 
implementation of an anticorruption and recovery of stolen public assets program. 

These legal services will include providing the General Prosecutor's office of the 
Kyrgyz Republic with information regarding potential sources of funding and technical 
assistance for the Kyrgyz Republic, and recommendations regarding how the Kyrgyz Republic 
can best approach these sources for assistance. The legal services may also include meetings 
and other communications with persons, entities and government bodies within the 
Washington, DC area, and telephone and other forms of electronic communications with 
persons, entities and government bodies in the United States and abroad. 

NO FEE FOR SERVICES 

The Firm recognizes the devastating impact that public corruption has on the social and 
economic welfare of the Kyrgyz Republic and its people, and the critical need for the Kyrgyz 
government to develop and sustain sufficient capacity to fight public corruption and to pursue 
the recovery of stolen public funds. In our experience, the legal services described above 
would cost between $400,000 to $500,000, based on the Firm's customary hourly fees for 
professional services of between $600 to $750. In order to assist the Kyrgyz Republic in its 
critical efforts to develop and implement a robust national anti-corruption and recovery of 
stolen public assets program, the Firm agrees to provide the legal services described above on a 
"pro bono" basis, which means that we will not charge a fee for attorney or other staff services, 
or for routine administrative costs related to this representation.

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General Prosecutor's office of the Kyrgyz Republic in connection with any matter other than 
that described above. If the General Prosecutor office of Kyrgyz Republic and the Firm agree 
at a later time to extend this representation, the General Prosecutor office of Kyrgyz Republic 
within its competence will sign a separate agreement about the details and costs of such 
representation. The Firm reserves the right to withdraw from representing of the General 
Prosecutor office of Kyrgyz Republic at any time, consistent with our ethical obligations. 

CLIENT AND FIRM OBLIGATIONS 

The General Prosecutor office of Kyrgyz Republic within its authorities can act in all 
matters connected with this representation. In addition, the Firm agrees to keep the General 
Prosecutors office of Kyrgyz Republic informed about the status of this matter and to consult 
with her before making any significant decisions concerning any matter. In addition, the Firm 
will notify General Prosecutors office of Kyrgyz Republic, if the attorney or representative 
assigned to this matter needs to be changed. In exchange, General Prosecutors office of Kyrgyz 
Republic agrees to fully cooperate with the Firm, and to promptly provide whatever 
information and documents that the Firm needs to effectively represent the General Prosecutors 
office of Kyrgyz Republic. 

CONFIDENTIALITY 

The Firm will keep confidential all information related to this case unless the General 
Prosecutors office of the Kyrgyz Republic expressly authorizes us to disclose such information. 

CONSENT TO REPRESENTATION 

The General Prosecutors Office of the Kyrgyz Republic can within its authorities sign 
this Contract. The signature of Ms. Salyanova below reflects that she and the Client understand 
and agree to the conditions of the Firm's representation, the he has the authority to enter into 
this engagement on behalf of the General Prosecutor's office of the Kyrgyz Republic.
